Miles was released on $10,000 
bond after his indictment on 
charges of- aggravated sexual 
exploitation and sexual exploita* 
don of a minor. He was charged 
earlier this month with possess- 
ing child pornography on his 
home computer and sending the

“Every case like this that gets 
prosecuted will send a message 
to the public that people can’t 
get away with this,” Cliff 
Johnson said.

JDad keeps daughter’s faitJf klivis 

Columbine shooting victim Rachel Scott wanted a world of kindness

TWIN FALLS His’daii^Tcr 
died on the grass in front of 
Columbine School nearly a 
year ago, and his son survived 
the school library where most of 
the killings occurred. 

Darrell Scott visited Twin Falls 
on Friday not to champion gun 
control or advocate tighter school 
security, but to carry his daugh- 
ter, Ra^cl Joy Scott’s message 
of changing lives through acts of 
kindness and spiritual awaken- 
ing. 

Stories of lives changed - what 
her father calls the triumph 
behind the tragedy - since 
Rachel’s death dominated his 
address to o luncheon hosted a^ 
Lighthouse Christian Fellowship. ’ 
A pin dropped on the carpeted 
floor could have been heard dur- 
ing his speech to police, educa- 
tors and community leaders. 

Eric Harris, 18, 'and Dylan 
Klebold, 17, masterminded a 
massacre at , their school in 
'Utiletorti Colo., killing 12 class- 
mates and a teacher before 
killing themselves on April 20,

Scott relqted -witnesses’ 
accounts of Rachel’s death: As. 
she lie dying Harris and Klebold 
taunted her, asking her if she 
still believed in God. She said. 


“you know I do." She had not 
long before shared her Christian 
faith with them and talked to 
them about violent videotapes 
they had mode for class. 

Scott’s son Craig, whose two 
friends on either side of him in 
the library were killed, didn't 
know he had passed his sister’s 
body on the lawn. 

“My, son saw 10 of his fellow 
students killed. ... He looked 
down the barrel of a gun,” Scott 
said. 

Scott said police credited his 
-son, who also speoks arounij the 
• country, os a hero who saved 
mony lives. 

The roost recent tragedy is tlie 
deaths of two teens at a 
Columbine Subway shop wlicre 
Rachel had worked. One victim, 
Stephanie HorT, 16, had been his 
daughter’s friend and neighbor. 

“My prayer for my kids is that 
they don’t grow up warped, 
because they hove seen so much 
murder,” said Scott, the only 
point dtiring his address when he 
couldn’t fight back tears. 

Scott carries Rachel’s diary 
found in her backpack with -a 
bullet hole in it. She kept a stack 


of diaries about her desire to 
show compassion for others as an 
example of her Christian faith. 
Her father said he considers 
much of what she hod written to 
be prophetic - something he 
emphasizes as being jiist his 
opinion - including an entry in 
May 1999 where she wrote it 
would be her lost year. 

It’s through her diaries - that 
will be made into ut least one 
book, “Rachel’s Tears” to be 
released April 20 r thot Scott 
said he has found purpose 
behind her death. He also pub- 
lishes a magazine, “Rachel’s 
Journal.” 

Before police returned 
Rochcl’s diary to her' family, 
Scott said a musicion called to 
tell him he' dreamt about 
Rachel’s eyes. They were crying 
and her tears were watering 
something, but he didn’t know 
what. Scott said he dicin’t have 
any idea what the dream could 
have meant at the time, but he 
later found in the diary a draw- 
ing she had made of her eyes.

WASHINGTON - At 
Manhattan’s trendy Heartbeat 
restaurant, health-consdous cus- 
tomers won’t And a bit of added 
fat on the menu - no butter or 
oil. Eggs, however, are a hot 
item. 

“We've definitely seen a come- 
back for eggs. You can ask my 
breakfast cook,” said chef 
Michel Nischan. 

Eggs arc back, everywhere. 
Americans will each cat more 
than 255 eggs this year, the.most 
since 1985, and up from 245 two 
years ago. 

Egg consumption bottomed 
out at 235 per person in 1991, 
after a long, gradual decline

Jury finds officers innocent in shooting

ALBANY, N.Y. - The four New York 
City police officers who killed Amadou 
Diallo in a hail of 41 bullets were acquit- 
ted Friday of oU criminal charges, a blunt 
verdict that did little to heal the (ieep ^vi- 
sions caused by (he shooting. . 

The verdict came on the third day of 
deliberations, bringing to a close the legal 
questiem of whether thc-cops’ actions - fir- 
ing 41 shots at Diallo, hitting him 19 times 
- added up to murdv or perhaps a lesser 
•crime.' 

Officers Kenneth Boss, 28, and Sean 
. Carroll. 36, wept as the verdicts were 
- read; Edward McMellon, 27, wd Richard 
Murphy, 27, stood with little emotion, 
even as they learned they had been 
spared a life behind bars. 

The reaction elsewhere was more vis- 
ceral. The cops’ families heaved with

tears, their sobs of relief piercing the 
tense silence in the heavily guoidcd court- 
room. 

The dead man’s parents and supporters 
across the aisle sat motionless. Tears 
streaked the face of Diallo’s mother, 
Kadiatou. 

And in the Bronx neighborhood where 
Diallo lived and died Feb. 4, 1999, at»ut 
200 protesters angrily filled thc.streets, 
marching to the 43rd Precinct station- 
house and stopping traffic along the Bronx 
River Parkway. 

As the cops emerged from the Albany 
County Courthouse, shouts of “Guiltyl 


GuUtyl Guiltyl” come from about 100 pro- 
testers standing in the driving rain. 

Defense lawyers praised the verdict but 
refused to gloat. “There is no victory in 
this case, there is the loss of a life, and 
four police officers’ lives were changed 
forever,” said John Patten, who repre- 
sents Carroll. 

As the lawyers, the officers and their 
families drove off to drink champagne, 
Dioilo’s Somber parents come out, flank- 
ing the Rev. A1 Sharpton. 

“It is in the name, of Amadou and his 
spirit that I ask for your calm and 
prayers,” Kadiatou Diallo said as the 
crowd whippy itself into a frenzy. 

“I think there’s no justice,” said Diallo’s

ernment reports. 

Industry analysts attribute the 
turnaround to several factors: 
recent research indicating the 
cholesterol in eggs is not as bad 
as once thought, less public con- 
cern about food poisoning, the 
popularity of high-protein diets,, 
and increased use of eggs in 
processed foods. 

The American Heart Associa- 
tion, once the nation’s leading 
egg basher, is reconsidering its 
recommendation that people cat 
no. more than three or four a 
week. The group’s new dietary 
guidelines are due out this sum- 
mer. 

The egg once was regarded as 
an idea] food: It is relatively low 
in calories, high in protein and 
provides significant amounts of 
vitamin B12, vitamin D, 
riboflavin and folate. 

But it is also higli in cholesterol 
- a single large egg contains 215 
milligrams, two-thirds of the 
heart association’s recommended 
daily intake. 

However, a Harvard University 
study published in April found no 
significant increase in heart dis- 
ea.se among healthy people who 
ate up to one egg a day. '

The invesdgation began June 4 
after what police said was Miles’ 
Internet conversation with Misty 
Johnson, then 17. Johnson and o 
youth pastor in North Carolina 
created a Christian diat room for 
Bible study and exchanging 
Christian trivia. 

Misty Johnson said Miles got 
involved in the chatroom and 
“was pretending to be younger.” 

After she sent him a photo. 
Miles responded with a piaiirc of 
a man having sepe with a girl esti- 
mated to be 13- or 14 years old, 
she said. “I called him a pervert,” 
she said. 

She said Miles kept pursuing 
her on the Internet and threat- 
ened to send her picture to “les- 
bian chat rooms and thing.s like 
that.” 

Johnson then told her father, 
who initialed the inv^tigation. 

But despite the incident. Cliff 
Johnson said the Intci^et remains 
a useful tool antl-has many posi- 
tives. 

He was reminded of that last 
fall when Misty Johnson, now 18, 
used the imemet to meet a man 
in Alaska. He's since moved to 
Twin Falls and the two arc 
engaged to be married.

the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation 
have failed to meet minimum 
flows necessary for salmon sur- 
vival set by the National Marine 
Fisheries Service in 1995. All 
three agencies were named as 
defendants. 


The flows set in 1995 were tar- 
get flows. Chapman said. 

“They were targets, something 
we would attempt to reach if we 
can,” he said. “But the lawsuit 
says we must meet them.” 

Gov. Dirk Kempthorne and 
Attorney General Al Lance are 
reviewing the lawsuit, and 
Kempthorne has made it clear 
that he is prepared to go to court 
to protect' Idaho interests, 
spokesman H.D. Palmer said. 

The Bureau of Reclamation 
already applies about 1.5 million 
acre-feet of water from Idaho for 
salmon “flow augmentation” - 
427,000 from southern Idaho irri- 
gation reservoirs and about 1.2 
million from Dworshak Reservoir 
on the Clcanwatcr River. 

Chapman asserts that there is 
still no evidence that flow aug- 
mentation helps fish. 

But a Fisheries Service study, 
released in September, shows a 
strong correlation between aug- 
mentation and improved surviv^ 
of fall Chinook salmon, one of the 
endangered Snake River salmon. 

“Sumn\crtime water matters 
and makes a difference,” 
Fisheries Service Regional 
Direaor Will SicUc said lost fall. 

Though the group has been an 
advocate for breaching four feder- 
al dams on the lower Snake River 
as part of the efforts to restore the 
flsh, Idaho Rivers United is not a 
party to the suit, said Marti 
Bridges, the group’s conservation 
director.

Environmentalists and flshery 
biologists maintain that breadiing 
the four dams would remove the 
biological justifleation for taking 
additional water from southern 
Idaho. 

With the dams in place, the 
amount of water needed to^meet 
the flow target of 55,000 cubic 
feet per second in -the lower 
Snake River from June 21 to Aug. 
31 would be about 2.2 million acre 
feet in an average year, said Karl 
Dreher, director of the Idaho 
Department of Water Resources. 

The bureau has proposed pro- ' 
viding os much as 1.5 trdllion acre- 
feet in addition to the 427,000 
acre-feet it has been providing. A 
recent study showed that the cost 
of acquiring an additional l: mil- 
lion acre-feet could go as hi^h as 
$550 million a year, and it CTuld' 
dry up 350,000 acres - more in dry 
years - and mean a loss of 3,600 | 
jobs. 

The bureau predicts that iij dry 
years, an additional 643,000'acrcs 
in the Snake River Basin could be 
dried up and agricultural produc- 
tion could be cut by as much as 
$243.7 million. 

The Twin Falls and Northside 
canal company tracts together 
make up a . little more than 
350,000 aoes.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Don’t 
look for the Six Million Dollar 
Man just yet, but resear^ers say 
they have found a way to mate 
human cells.with circuitry in a 
“bionic chip" that could play a 
key role in medicine and genetic 
engineering. 

The tiny device - smaller and 
thinner than a strand of hair - 
combines a healthy human cell . 
with an electronic circuitry chip. 

By controlling the chip with a 
computer, scientists say they con 
control the activity of the ceU. 

The computer sends electrical 
impulses to the cell-chip, trigger- 
ing the cell’s membrane pores to 
open and activating the cell. 
Scientists hope they can manu- 
facture cell-chips in large num- 
bers and insert them into the. 
body to replace or correct dis< 
eased tissues. 

The cell-chip also-^ves them - 
greater control over the difficult. 


process of gene therapy because 
they can more precisely open the 
cell’s pores, said lead researcher 
Boris RubinsI^. 

• “We've brought engineering 
'essentially into the field of biolo- 
gy," said Rubinsky, a professor of 
mechanical engineering at the 
University of California, 
Berkeley, which funded his 
research. “We can introduce . 
DNA, extract proteins, adminis- 
ter medicines - all without both- 
ering other cells that might be 
around."

Jerome voters will decide bond issue on Thursday

'JEROME - With Jerome vot- 
ers heading to the polls Thursday ; 
to decide on the district’s fifth 
proposed bond issue since 19%, 
here’s a rundown of some basic 
questions and answers «bout the 
proposal. 

Q: What will the bond issue 
cost? What is the cost to property 
owners? 

' A: The bond issue has a total 
cost of $10.9 million. Its cost to 
the taxpayer would be $1.30 per 
$1,000 of taxable property, rcsult- 
fng in a total projected levy of 
$5.23 per $1,000 for next year, 
said Mike Gibson, business man- 
ager for the, Jerome School 
District. ■ ' 

Q: How docs this differ from 
previous bond issues? 

A: It comes with a lower price 
tag. Previous mcamations ranged 
from $12.6 million jo $13.9 mil- 
lion. This version involves no 
additions or refurbishings of 
existing buildings, focusing solely 
on erecting a new middle school 
next to the high school, 
Superintendent Jim Cobble said. 

Q: Why . docs Jerome need a 
new middle school?

A: Jerome’s hif^ school and 
middle school facilities arc too 
small for the current studerit 
• enrollment. Cobble said. 

Q: Why is there no other 
method to pay for a new middle 
school? 

A; The state s^iem requires 
• that long-term building concerns 
be solved with general obligation 
bonds. Unless the Legislature 
changes that.-ond provides state 
money for building projects, a 
bond issue is the only way to pay' 
for building a new middle school, 
Gibson said. 

Q: What about lotteiy money? 

A: There isn’t enough. Lottery 
and plant-fadlity dollars are not 
sufficient to add a large facility. 
The lottery yields between $7 
million and $9 million yearly for 
Idaho schools, which the state 


distributes to districts according 
to student population. 'The 
Jerome School District has 
I received between $122,551 and 
129^85 the lost three years. Tlie 
building costs for a new middle -i 
sahool would exceed $800,000 ' 

- year, Gibson said. 

Q: How docs the district justify 
this bond issue, given a current 
enrollment drop? 

A: The recent 4 percent enroll- 
ment drop is small compared to 
inq-ea.ses in previous years. The 
need for this bond issue is detv- 

- mined from projections based 
primarily on birth rates in the 
county* which have gone up dra-. 
madefy; Also, Jerome is grow- 
ing commerdolly, These indica- 
tors, combined with the fact that 
Jerome schools are already over- 
crowded, give the district reason 
to move ahead with the bond 
issue, Gibson said. 

Q: Why are property taxes 
hi^cr in Jerome? 

A: Many factors contribute to 
this. One key reason is that prop- 
erty values have not grown as 
fast as those in other areas in the 
. state. When budgets rise and 
property values do not, tax rates 
go up. 

In 1998, Jerome County prop- 
erty values climbed by 11 per- 


cent, well above the state aver- 
• age. In the years before that, and 
most likely again in 19%, growth 
in property v^ues lagged behind 
the state average, said Alan 
Domfest, tax policy supervisor 
for the StateTox Commission. 

In addition, Jerome County 
includes a hodgepodge' of taxing 
districts, including a property 
tax levy for the College, of 
Southern Idaho.- Urban property 
owners in Jerome County .pay 
$22.08 per $1,000 of taxable 
value; that rate is third, highest 
inthestqte. 

' Q: Why close Washington 
, School as is now proposed? 

A: The district no longer can 
rely on that structure berause of 
its inadequate size and poor loca- 
tion, Cobble said. 

Q: What happens to. the $1.2 
million supplemental levy passed 
lastycar? 

A: The bond issue would 
replace the supplemental levy 
residents are now paying for. The 
current school district tax levy, 
including the supplemental levy, 
is $6.13 per $1,000 of taxable 
property, Gibson said. 

Q: How long would it take to 
pay off the bond issue?

KETCHUM — Skiers said they 
struck a blow for keeping “the 
pristine beauty” of Idaho 75 
north of Ketchum intact by 
restricting snowmobile use in 
the Boulder Mountain area 
Thursday night.

“If I splashed red dye all 
over the mountain, someone 
would complain to me that it’s 
not aesthetically pleasing. This 
is the same thing. We have nlles 
in the summer forbidding riding 
ATVs over the sagebrush and 
wetlands. The preservation of 
.the hillside needs to be conrid- 
ered in winter, as well.” 

Ross was among more than 40 
backcountry and track skiers 
and a few snowmobilers who 
crowded into Ketchum City Hall 
Thursday night for a public 
hearing hosted by the Nordic 
and Backcountry Skiers 
Alliance. Their mission: to iden- 
tify areas that should be dosed 
to snow machines in order to 
eliminate user conHicts between 
snowmobilers and skiers, snow- 
boarders, snowshoers, cabin 
owners and other winter recre- 
adonalists. 

The issue has polarized the 
snowmobile and ski communi- 
ties but representatives of both 
groups have tried to reach a 
common understanding in the 
past couple years. Sawtooth 
National Forest Supervisor Bill • 
LeVere has asked skiers and 
snowmobilers to try to identify 
areas they think should be off- 
limits to snow machines by 
October 2000.

Nevatda Test Site workers 
call for medical compensation 


LAS VEGAS (AP) - Fred Love 
didn’t know he was piloting a 
helicopter through invisible 
clouds of radiation when he swept 
across the remote Nevada Test 
Site 15 years ago. 

His top secret.work cost him an 
eye and o career, and now he’s 
joining a long list of former 
nuclear weapons workers who 
want compensation for what they 
believe was their government’s 
dirty secret. 

Love, 60, was one of more than 
two dozen workers who testified 
- Friday at an Energy Department 
hearing on efforts to extend fed- 
eral compensation to thousands 
of workers involved in the 
nation’s nudeor weapons testing 
program between 1951 and 1992. 

- The hearing comes on iho heels 
of a'Clinton administration pro- 
posal to compensate current and 
former DOE employees at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., and Paducah, Ky. 

The workers involved at the 
Nevada site are not induded in 
current compensotion negotia- 
tions. But a parade of wimcsscs - 
some hobbling on canes, others 
appearing in wheelchairs. - 
pressed their case at Friday’s 
hearing. 

In a prepared stotement Sen. 
Richard Bryan, D-Ncv., said the 
government conducted the test- 


ing, 65 miles northwest of Las 
Vegas, without informing workers 
of the dangers. 

“The effects of atmospheric 
testing were undoubtably under- 
stood by the Atomic Energy 
Commission ... but the harmful 
effects remained in a shroud of 
secrecy as workers were continu- 
ally subjected to a potential dead- 
ly working environment,” Bryan 
said. 

Love said he flew a helicopter 
for 0 test site contractor in 1985 
and 1986, sweeping over the 
remote desert site at altitudes as 
low as 50 feet after underground 
nudear weapons tests. He said he 
learned from newspaper accounts 
a year later that some of the tests 
vented radiation from under- 
ground caverns where the blasts 
were conducted. 

Love said he began to lose sight 
in his right eye, then learned he 
had a cancerous tumor in the eye 
which doctors said wa.s caused by 
radiation exposure. The eye was 
removed in 1997, ending his 30- 
year career as a helicopter pilot 

“It has had a finandal and emo- 
tional impact on our family,” 
Love told Rep. Shelley Berkley, 
D-Nov., and. Dr. David Michaels, 
DOE assistant secretary of envi- 
ronmental safety and health. 

The two watched intently as 


workers testified. 

Wayne Cates, a former test site 
ironworker for 18 years, stopped 
often to catch his breath, saying 
he is on a waiting list for a new 
lung to replace one destroyed by 
the respiratory disease silicosis. 

“Pm told that after a lung trans- 
plant I’ll have a 60 percent 
chance of living five more years,” 
Cates said, his voice brcal^g. “I 
just had my first grandson. I hope 
1 can live more than five years. 
Pm going to give it my best shot.” 

Robert Kromrei made his way 
to the speaker’s table in a 
wheelchair. He said he would 
, handle weapons materials in his 
hands and would work in conta- 
minated areas. Today, he said, 
he suffers from severe lung 
damage, has had pneumonia 
nine times in eight years, and 
has had “15 to 25 skin cancers 
removed.” 

Beverly Aleck said she has 
fought the federal govcrnincnt 
for 25 years, seeking compensa- 
tion in the death of her husband, , - 
who was involved in nuclear 
weapons toting in Alaska. 

"I wish 1 could tell you my gov- 
ernment was responsive and com- 
passionate,” she said. “Instead 
they used a scorched earth 
defense, telling lies to make me 
and my daims go away.” 


Officials announce Hanford, Nevada chosen 
as disposal sites for slightly radioactive waste 


YAKIMA, Wash. (AP) - 
Slightly radioactive and contami- 
nated waste from U.S. 
Department 6f Energy sites 
around the country will be sent 
to the Hanford nudeor reserva- 
tion in Washington state ond the 
Nevada nudear test site for dis- 
posal. 

The DOE announced its ded- 
sion Friday. 

“DOE’S dedsion is intended to 
improve safety and addr&ss pub- 
lic health concerns related to 
untreated waste now in storage 
at DOE sites around the coun- 
try," the agency said. 

Material designated as low- 
level radioactive waste typically 
indudes such items os used pro- 
tective clothing, old lab equip- 
ment and contaminated soil. 
Mixed low-level waste also is 
contaminated with potentially 
hazardous chemicals. 

Mixed low-level waste will be 
treated at Hanford in south-cen- - 
tral Washington, the Idaho 
National Engineering and 


Environmental Laboratory or 
the DOE site at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., odd then disposed of at 
Hanford or the Nevada test site, 
65 miles north of Las Vegas. 

Both Hanford and the Nevada 
site already arc dump site.<rfor 
low-levcl waste generated at 
other DOE sites without disposal 
capacity. That practice will con- 
tinue, DOE sold. 

“This decision enables the 
department to move forward 
with the closure of former 
defense nuclear facilities and 
redirect the millions of dollars 
now being spent on waste stor- 
age back into actual cleanup 
work,” DOE said. 

In December, the state 
Department of Ecology said fed- 
eral law docs not give the state ' 
clear authority to stop disposal 
of low-level waste from other 
DOE sites, but the state does 
have limited power on the accep- 
tance of mixed low-lcvd waste. 

The designations of HanfoYd 
and the Nevada site do not 


involve commercially generated 
radioactive wastes sucli as those 
from nuclear power plants. 

The 560-square-milc Hanford 
nuclear reservation made pluto- 
nium for nuclear weapons from 
the 1940s until the 1980s. Today, 
it is the most contaminated 
nuclear site in the nation. 

When the DOE plan was 
announced in December, Gov. 
Gary Locke said Washington 
state wouldn’t take additional 
waste shipments without a fight. 
■The federal government already 
is doing a poor job of cleaning up. 
existing waste at Hanford, he 
said. 

• 'IWe’re going to be protesting 
this vigorously,” the governor 
said at the time.

Teen-ager

Moscow man peddles bikes in Africa 


► .LITTLETON, Colo. - Sara 
, aiackford worries that she, too, is 
2 «oing to be killed.

• &i Columbine High School, where

S ed down last April, this shy 
•school senior wonders if 
jemother student is secretly plot- 
*dng to kill her and her friends. 

1 Tentative feelings of security 
Ithat sprouted In the 10 months 
^fter the mass murder were 
! ntished last week on Valentine’s 
>_«ay, when two Columbine sopho- 
more sweethearts were shot to 
death at a local sandwich shop. 
..“It doesn’t seem like it’s ever 
going 10 end,” 17-yearold Sara 
said. 

' The killings of Stephanie Hart 
Grizzell, 16, and Nicholas 
Kunselman, IS, as yet unsolved, 
firovided a cruel bookend to 
what some people here call “the 
incident” - the brutal, bloody 
rampage by Eric Harris and 
Dylan Klebold that ruined so 
many lives and shook a nation. 

Last October, a Columbine par- 
ent whose daughter was para- 
lyzed by Harris’ and Klebold’s 
gunfire, committed suicide. A 
few weeks ago, in another dis- 
turbing footnote, the body of a 
missing 11-year-old boy was dis- 
covered in a trash bin near the 
school, across the street from the 
park where thousands left notes, 
flowers and candles last spring. 
The investigation into the boy’s 
death continues, but police do 
not think it is related to the 
shootings. 

Parents and sTudems also must 
deal with the fact that the school 
has become a target for cruel 
mtendon seekers. Ater repeated 
threats by others to “finish the : 
job,” dozens of students have left 
Cplumbine for other schools or 
home-schooling. 

Nearly 20'families, including 
the Klebolds, have threatened 
lawsuits against Jefferson 
County. Angry Columbine par- 
ents want to recall the county 
sheriff who led the investigation, 
believing he lied to them while 
grandstanding for a photograph 
and article in Time magazine. 
The Klebolds believe the weriffs 
department should have realized 
Harris was a threat. And in exact- 
ly two months, the world’s media 
descend on Littleton, mark- 
ing the anniversary of the shoot- 
ing and exposing these fractures 
and torments. 

Society’s traditional solutions 
to public anguish - reli^ous faith 
and government legislation - 
have at dmes divided, rather than 
united. 

The most bitter debate has 
been about whether the faithful 
in this outspokenly evangelical 
Christian community can or 
should 'forgive Harris and- 
Klebold. 

, -In this batde, Brian Rohrbough, 

41, believes he must protect &e 
inemory of his only son, Daniel. 
The killers, he says, must never 
.be linked in any memorial with 
their 13 victims. 

Soon after the April attack, 
Rohrbough climbed a hill near 
the high school where someone 
had erected 15 crosses. He 
s ,;^tched' two markers from the 
%;ground, cut them into small 
r^-pieces, and threw them away - 
t;lbecause the sheriffs office broke 
;:a pledge to do it, he says. 

Rohrbou^ and others again 
;l;took action m September, when a 
' church planted 15 linden trees in 
llt-sympathy of all of Columbine’s 
•:-families. Sheriffs deputies and 
I 'shocked parishioners watched as 
!;^Daniel Rohrbough’s stepfather 
'-’and the father of Kyle Vdosquez 
;^;uscd a handsaw to. reduce two 
trees to stumps. 


More recently, ' Daniel 
Rohrbough’s parents and steppa^ 
ents and the family of Kelly 
Fleming filed a federal lawsuit 
against the school district after - 
officials refused to permit them 
to paint crosses and other reli- 
0OUS symbols on ceramic memor- 
ial tiles that decorate 
Columbine’s hallways. 

This confrontational approach 
has not endeared Rohr^u^ to 
some of his Christian neighhoi^ 
who accuse him and his family of 
milking the tragedy for their own 
benefit. 

Rohrbough says there are 
plenty of people who support 
him, and readily offers Bible ' 
verses professing the need for 
vengeance if murderers such as 
Klebold and Harris do not 
repent. 

“It’s OK to hate them," 
Rohrbough said in an interview 
at his family business, where 
Daniel used to help him install 
car stereo systems. “It’s much 
hedthier. It’s a much more truth- 
ful way to deal with it.” 

Tom Mauser, 47, has turned 
his energies elsewhere in memo- 
ry of his son, also named Daniel. 
Mauser gave up his state trans- 
portation post to lobby for Safe 
Alternatives to the Firearms 
Epidemic, a gun-control group. 
But the conservative Colorado 
Legislature has rejected every 
new attempt to restrict gun 
access. Mauser takes solace in a 
Web site created in his son’s 
honor, where- thousands of people 
leave kind messages. And he and 
his wife, Linda, plan to adopt a 
baby. But the coming anniversary 
is starting to worry 1^. He plans 
to grieve quietly when April 20 
approaches, and says the slayings 
. of Kunselman and Grizzell were 
another setback. “Now here’s two 
more,” Mauser said. 

Some expected the year to be' 
an emotional roller coaster. 
Members of other communities 
where gunshots erupted in 
schoolyards and classrooms told 
the Jefferson County School 
Board that they would see a rise 
in suicide, divorce and alcohol 
abuse and that “there would be 
months of people trying to blame 
' people,” board President Jon 
DeStefano said. 

After a shaky start, the school 
has formed a closer alliangp with 
the parents of the dead. The 
school board recently agreed to 
let thorn raise more than $3 mil- 
lion to build a new library, raAer 
than refurbish the space that 
became Klcbold’s'and Harris* 
killing ground. 

The school also made several 
changes to enhance students’ 
feeling of safety. They banned 
trench coat's and camouflage 
clothing, asked parents to vdun- 
teer to sit by every entryway, 
and, because it appears that 
Harris’ and Klebold’s classroom 
work foretold the shooting spree, 
decided teachers must turn in 
student essays depicting violent 
thoughts. 

But Sara Blackford is puzzled 
that, in her view, one aspect of 
Columbine High :School is unai- 
' tered by the events of the past 10 
months. 

“I kind of expected things to 
change between people, that 
they would be more respectful 
and not make fun of people,” 
Sara said. “But that didn’t hap- 
pen.”

Grant a much-needed tax break 


T he mojority of 
Congressional repre* 
sentotlves want to let 
parents and others con* 
tribute up to $2,000 per 
year to Education .Savings 
Accounts that can be used for 
education expenses for children 
from kindergarten through the 
12ih grade. 

The contributions would be . 
money on which taxes have 
already been paid, and the only 
role of government would be to 
let the accounts grow tax-free and 
let withdrawals for education 
expenses be made tax-free. 

Using your own money to pay 
for a kid’s education expenses 
would seem to be a non-comro- 
versial act. But despite the bipar- 
tisan support. President CUnion 
vetoed the same bill in 1998 and

We’ve had ESAs since 1997, 
but the contribution is limited to 
$500 8 year and the money can be 
used only for college expenses 
The bill proposed ^ Sens Paul 
Coverdell, R-Ca., and Roben 
Toricelli, D-N.J., would simply 
increase the amount to $2,000 a 
year and allow funds to be used 
for children in kindergarten 
through 12th grade as well os col- 
lege. 

So what are we missing here? 
Never mind tutoring, books, sup- 
plies and the like. Some of the 
money might be used for private 
schmlsl So Clinton, in thrall to 
the teachers’ unions, must be 
against it. 

The lost time around, the presi- 
dent said, “The bill would divert 
limited federal resources away 
from public schools.” Never mind 
.the findings of the Joint 
Committee on Taxation. Clinton 
alleged that 70 percent of the 
benefits would go to families in 
the top 20 percent of income dis- 
tribution “and families strug- 
gling to make ends meet would 
never see a penny of the bene- 
fits.” 

House Minority Leader 
Richard Gephardt, ignoring the 
bipartisan support for ESA^ 
maintained that “Republicans 
keep trying to dismantle our 


public schools, brick by brick.** 
Both Clinton and Gephardt want 
us to believe that if those par- ' 
ents didn't put that money in 
tax-free savings accounts, they 
would put it into savings 
accounts that would earn taxable 
interest. 

But isn't it more likely that 
those parents would have spent 
the money on education expens- 
es up front rather than put it in 
any kind of savings account? bn't 
it more likely that the ESA inter- 
est would be earned on savings 
that wouldn’t otherwise have 
existed? 

In vetoing the 1998 bill, Clinton 
claimed it “would not create a 
meaningful incentive for families 
to increase their savings for edu- 
cational purposes.” 

That depends on what the 
meaning of “meaningful” is. . 

If a family put $2,^ in.on 
ESA every year from the time a 
child was bom, and the account 
averaged 7.5 percent interest 
annually, it would hold $14,488 
by the time the child got to the ; 
first grade. If nothing was with- • 
drawn, that amount would rise to 
$46,732 when it was time for high 
school. 

If both parents in that family 
earned $35,000 o.year, the tax 
'sarings on the ESA wouldbe 
more than $6,000 by the time the 
child reached high school.

, 02:AMIS, Philippines (AP) - A 
bomb exploded Friday, in a 
crowded bus traveling on a ferry, 
.killing at least 26 people and 
injuring do 2 ens more. 

Bus driver Mario Labor said the 
.bomb, which was planted four 
seats behind him, exploded os the 
ferry was about 20 yards from tiic 
pier at Ozamis port. Passengers 
jumped into the sea in panic 

Dozens of badly burned victims 
.were taken to hospitals, said 
Morpheus Agot, a member of the 
Misomis Occidental provincial 
board. 

At about the same time os the - 
ferry explosion, a second bomb 


went off in another bus owned by 
the same company, injuring at 
least four i^plc, police said. No 
other details wore immediately 
available. 

In Jonuaty, another Super Five 
bus was seized and burned by 
suspected Muslim separatist 
rebels in Lonao del None, appar- 
ently to avenge the death of a 
rebel commander’s son who died 
after being hit by one of the com- 
pany’s buses last year.

Russian armored vehicle, and a military 
truck dragging a dead man across a fidd

N-24 chief ^tor Florian Marti us said the 
footage was shot by 'its reporter Frank 
Hoefling jn Chechnya. The station “feels 
sure there were atrocities committed, but 
pictures themselves no one can say 
who did it.” 

Sergei Yastrzhembsky, chief presidential 
spokesman on Chechnya, told the news 
— agency Interfax tharthe footage was'actuoI-~ 
ly token by a correspondent for the newspa- 
per izvestia and chat HoefUng was not at the 
scene.

As her husband, Samuel, bus- 
ied himself about the homestead, 
Lizzie Glick leaned against the 
sink and tried to sort out the 
events that have shaken her life. 

At times, she adjusted her eye- 
glasses and nervously brushed a 
hand against her black home- 
spun dress. 

“We’ve gotten a lot of support 


frtmi people'who’ve tried to help 
us,” Click said.' Relatives and 
neighbors stay around the clock; 
a social worker comes once- a 
week. 

Police have alleged that an 
autopsy disclosed blood in Sarah 
Glick’s brain and eye, the result 
of a fatal case of child abuse. 

Holmes _Morton,.a physician 

well-known for working among 
the Amish, has countered that the 
baby suffered genetic disorders 
unique to the sect and died of nat- - 
Ural causes. 

“I don’t know where we’d be 
without Dr. Morton,” Lizzie Glick 
said. “He isn’t asking for any- 
thing, but we want to give him 
something.*! 

‘The Amish have started a fund 
. to help the Glides defend them- 
selves. Handbills have appeared 
in the Plain People communities 
of Lancaster, Dauphin and 
Northumberland Counties. . 

Glide also expressed apprecia- 
tion to Philadelphia lawyer 
Charles P. Hehmeyer, who 
entered the case when the Glides' < 
seven sons were placed in foster 
homes and won their return. 

The Glides have told investiga- 
tors that Sarah Lynn had been 
sick for several days. Neighbors 
said the child was taken ly ambu- 
lance to Sunbury Community 
Hospital on Dec. 21 and then by 
helicopter to (Seisinger Medical 
Center in Danville, about 10 
miles farther away. 

Both Long and his wife, Susan, 
as well as Dale Williard, the 
Glides’ next-door neighbor, said 
they had seen the baby; they said 
she scratched her face incessant- 
ly. Physicians have said she 
might have suffered from a 
Vitamin K deficiency, which 
sometimes appears in Amish 
youngsters. 

“They did not hurt that baby,” 
Susan Long insisted, referring to 
the Glides. Williard agreed, say-

Lockout, fear of luxury 
tax limit trading action 


NEW YORK (AP) - Pretty - 
lame trad^ deadline, huh? 

Blame it on- the lockout and 
_ Ae luxi^ tax._ 

One'df the reasohs wHy com-.“ 
mlssibner David Stern shut 
down the NBA for the first half ' 
of last seqsoh-was-to regain 
some control over runaway 
.spending, which was threaten- 
ing to cripple the league finon- 
d^y. 

When the league finally 
reached agreement with the play- 
ers on a six-year collective bar- 
gaining agreement, it was back- 
loaded with spending disincen- 
tives in the final three years that 
have had the effect of curtailing 
trade activity. 

Beginning with the 2001-02 
season, the highest spending 
teams might have to pay a 
dollar-for-dollar luxury tax 
into a league-controlled fund 
for the amount that their pay- 
rolls exceed a certain num- 
ber, projected to be $54 mil- 
lion. 

The money will then be redis- 
tributed using a formula that, at 
present, has yet to be deter- 
mined. 

“Teams were very consdous of 
the luxury tax,” Milwaukee 
Bucks general manager Ernie 
Grunfeld said Friday in explain- 
ing the dearth of- action in the 
trading scene. 

‘Teams are planning according- 
ly, making sure their salary struc- 
ture is in reasonably good shape 
for the tax years,” explained 
Grunfeld. 

During the lockout, much was 
made of the percentage of bas- 
ketball-related income that 
would be paid toward player 
salaries.

The sides seized at 55 perceiit, 
with substantial finandal penal- 
ties if the number rises higher - 
than that. 

Since 55 percent is now 
rputinely and easily exceed- 
ed, players will have to give 
back as much as 10 percent 
of their salaries in 2001-02,

-The luxury tax, however,. Is 
a different deterrent, and will 
only be applied if total speed- 
ing on player salaries and ben- 
efits rises beyond 61.1 per- 
cent.

be required to pay a dollar-for- 
dollar tax on anything above the 
limit. 

The Portland Trail Blazers, 
for example, have already com- 
mitted about $70 million to 
seven players for the 2001-02 
season. 

Thai means that Blazers 
owner Paul Allen, a multibillion- 
airc, will be required to pay a 
luxury tax of at least $16 mil- 
lion. 

Some owners do not even 
want to flirt with the threshold 
because by keeping their pay- 
rolls low, they might qualify 
for the redistribution pay- 
ments from the luxury-tdx 
fund. 

“Not only arc you not payiilg a 
.tax, you’re getting a check fqr a 
substantial amount of money,” 
Grunfeld explained. 


Francis and Odom have hype, but ‘bland’ rookie Brand’s got game 


CHICAGO (AP) > Yeah, Elton 
Brand heard the digs. 

He was too small to bang with 
the big boys. He’d never carry a 
team like Steve Fronds or Lamar 
Odom. Didn’t have their flash or 
flair, either. 

In short, tlic No. 1 pick of the 
draft tyas, well, a little bland. 

“I’ll take another bland one 
’ Just like him,” Chicago Bulls 
coach Tim Floyd said. “1 don’t see 
anything bland about him.” 

While Francis and Odom get 
most of the hype, Brand has qui- 
etly made a solid case for the 
rookie of the year award. He’s 
- the leading rookie in -just about 
every category that counts, and 
his numbers stack up pretty well 
against his NBA ciders, too. 

If that’s not flashy cnoti^ too 
bad. That’s Brand’s game, and 
he’s sticking with it. 

“I always want to prove myself 
to naysayers, people who say, 
"He’s nor this, he can’t do this.’ 1 
take that as a challenge,” he said. 
“Let the stats and the games do 
the talking and the people will 
see. They don’t need me to go out 
and say it.” 

A sophomore at Duke last year. 
Brand was a man-child as the 
Blue Devils rolled through the 
regular season on their way to 
the national championship game. 
Bigger and stronger than every- 
one else, he averaged 17.7 points, 


9.8 rebounds and two blocked 
shots on a team that also had' . 
Trajan Langdon, William Avery 
and Corey h^ggecte. 

The consensus national player 
of the year, Brand was otUy the 
fourth player in the 1990s to be a 
unanimous All-American pick. 
When it came time to declare for 
the draft, he had coach Mike-- 
Krzyzewski’s blessing to become 
the first Blue Devil to leave early. 

But with draft day’looming, the 
sniping started. Brand was too 
small, and would get pushed 
around by the likesiof Alonzo 
Mourning and Shaquilic O'Neal. 
When he measured 6-foot-8 in his 
stocking feet with a wingspan 
wider than most small planes, the 
knock was he didn’t have the 
spectacular offensive skills of 
Francis and Odom. He’d end up 
more like Sam Bowie than 
Michael Jordan. 

“Of course, I heard that. You 
can’t help but to hear it,” the 2Ci- 
year-old Brand said. “It does 
bother you, but you have to stay 
focused.” 

So he worked. And worked. 
And worked. Then he worked 
some more. A few days before 
training camp opened, Floyd 
walked into the Bulls’ practice 
facility late one night and heard 
music pla^ring. Brand was in the 
gym, working. 

He was a starter by the time

the season began, and he got his 
first doublC'double in the third 
game. Wliile Chicago got off to a 
dreadful start, losing 25 of its 
first 27 games, Brand was consis- 
tently solid, night after night. 

Just as important, the player 
who only lost six games in his two 
years at Duke never got discour- 


aged. No matter how badly the 
Bulls lost, he never ditched 
reporters. He doesn’t whine, com- 
plain or criticize his teammates, 
and he’s unfailingly polite. 

“The losing has b^ the tough- 
est part,” he admitted. “From rec. 
center on, I don’t think Pve lost this 
many games- 1 know I haven’t. 


“I just try to keep improving 
my game, have faith that we’re 
going to got bener. Someday, Til 
look back at this time and be like, 
'Oh, man, we were bad. But now 
we’re good.”’ 

Though Floyd touted Brand for 
rookie of the year like a cam- 
paign manager on his way to a 
caucus, it cook Brand winnhig the, 
MVP award in the All-Star rookie 
game for most people to realize 
the No, 1 pick Is ploying like one. 

“1 think he’s better - a lot bet- 
ter- than I thought,” Floyd said. 

Second to Odom in minutes, 
Brand leads all rookies in scoring 
(18.6 points a game), rebounds 
(9.7), blocked shots (1.57) and 
double-doubles (24). He’s third in 
field goal percentage (48 per- 
cent), but he’s taken three times 
as many shots (777) as Eddie 
Robinson, whose 52 percent (11& 
of-226) leads that category. 

Brand also leads the NBA - yes, 
the entire NBA - in offensive 
rebounds with 4.6 a game. He’s 
12ch in the league in total 
rebounding average, and is 11th 
in double-doubles. 

“He's not smooth and fluid or 
all these other adjectives people 
talk about when tiicy talk about 
Odom or Francis. Those guys are, 
'Exdling,’ 'Explosive,”’ said Will 
Perdue, the Bulls’ veteran center. 
“Elton has those qualities, but he 
just goes out and does his job. 


Then you look, at the $tac sheet 
and he’s got 20 points and 16, 17 
rebounds. . 

“That’s where he’s a lot like 
Tim,” added Perdue, who was in 
Son Antonio for Tim Duncan’s first 
two seasons. ’’He very quietly goes 
out and does his Job, and you real- 
ly don’t realize how good a game 
he’s had until after it’s over.” 

Even Brand rarely realizes how 
well he’s playing. While some 
players do mental gymnastics on 
their personal scoreboards dur- 
ing games, he doesn’t look at his 
stats. Doesn’t track Francis or 
Odom’s, cither, unless someone 
happens to mention them or he 
comes across them watching TW 
or reading the paper. 

“I don’t try to follow it too tight 
or Pd go cra^,” he said, laughing. 
“Oh, 'This guy had 30, so I hava-to 
go out and do this to average the 
most.' I can’t get into all that” • 

Don’t get Brand wrong. He 
wants the rookie of the year 
award - badly. Winning it has 
been a goal since he was drafted. 

Of course, he wants to grab 
1,000 rebounds, too. 

“You win with grit, you win 
with toughness and you win with 
guys that show up every ni^t,” 
Floyd said. “I’m sure the other 
rookies do, too, but we know who 
our guy is. 

“I just love him. Absolutely 
love him.”

The suit accuses the 18 fran- 
chise owners of conspiring to ille- 
goDy limit the players’ ri^is and 
salaries and restrict the ability of .-

. competing employers - in other 
words, a form of free agency. 

AFL president Ron Kurpiers 
said Friday there stiU is a very 
limited window for the league to 
conduct a season. 

“The owners always have said 
we.would collectively bargain, 
but it would almost have to be 
within days or hours for some- 
thing to happen," he said. “We 
are committed to cancel and oD 
the staffs are being brought 
together by teams to begin the 
layoff process. The only way to 
turn it around is literally for 
something to happen in days, and 
1 am not sure that could happen.”

Jury holds John Deere 
80’ percent liable In Injury 

JUNEAU, Wise. - A Dodge County 
jury awarded a farmer and his wife 
nearly SS.S million this week for a par- 
alyzing injury the farmer received 
while crying to fix a broken axle on a 
form wagon. 

After a week-long trial, the jury 
deliberated five hours before deciding 
the John Deere Co. is 80 percent negli- 
gent for an accident that occurred as 
Dennis Groeler tried to fix the farm . 
wagon in a field on his dairy farm dur- 
ing a harvest, said his lawyer, Jim 
Olson. 

Olson said the axle problem was a 
design defect that Deere knew about 
years earlier, and for which it had cre- 
ated a repair kit in 1984. But it had- 
never nodried owners of the farm wag- 
ons that the kit was available, he said. 

Groeler’s wife, Debbie, was chop- 
ping com in a field in October 1996 
when the tandem rear axle broke, 
Olson said. Because of the broken 
axle, the wagon could not be moved ' 
elsewhere for repairs. Dennis Groeler 
went into the field and propped the 
wagon on jacks and tried to fix it, but 
the wagon collapsed onto him. 

As a r»ult of the crushing injuries 
he received, Dennis Groeler has no 
use of his b^y from his hips down, 
'Olsonsaid. 

The total award will be reduced by 
20 percent because the jury found 
Groeler partly responsible for the acci- 
dent, Olson said.’

Fuel price can mean loss of livelihood 


Many truckers 
feel full force of 
rise in oil prices ,

TWIN FALLS — For ^agic 
Vailcy- commuters, higher gaso- 
line prices mean cutting back 
on driving if they can. But for 
trucking companies, high prices 
can mean something much 
worse. 

A small trucking company 
brings in a minimum of $1 mil- 
. lion in revenue each year, said 
Kevin Adams, president of 
trucking company The 
Northwest Connection Inc. in’ 
Twin Falls. 

Higher gas prices can cut into 
total revenue anywhere from 5 
to 10 percent, he said. That - 
means a loss of $50,000 to 
$100,000 per $1 million. 

Northwest Connection is both 
a truck brokerage and a truck- 
ing company; it find trucks to 
haul loads for clients but also 
operates its own fleet. 

“We have our own trucks so 
we are directly affected by it,” 
Adams said. “We’re going Co see 
some major repercussions 
before it’s over.. I don’t know if' 
we will sec a nationwide 
strike.” 

In Washington, D.C., this 
week, independent truckers 
drove their big rigs through dty 
streets to Capitol Hili.to protest 
rising diesel fuel prices. 

There will be more demon- 
strations before gas prices go 
down, Adams said. 

The high prices will put some 
trucldng companies out of busi- 
ness if somet^g isn’t done, he 
added. 

Like Northwest, other .truck- 
ing companies are feeling nega- 
tive effects of the almost ei^t- 
month gasoUne high. 

“It costs you about twice as 
much now as it was last year,” 
said Arlow Lott, president of 
Arlow G. Lott Trucking Inc. in 
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Crude oil prices

Jerome. “This is the second- 
largest expense we have.” 

Surviving in a gasoline cli- 
mate such as this one can be dif- 
ficult, and many companies will 
fold before prices come down, 
Lott said. 

“It's survival of the fittest,” 
he said. “We’ve made some 


adjustments. We’ve been 
absorbing the high cost; we’re 
still eating it right now.” 

Some trucking companies are 
instituting surcharges. But 
because many compaiues have 
contracts several months in 
advance, they can not begin col- 
lecting surcharges for a while 


yet, Lott said. - 

Commuters are also dealing 
with the crunch. 

Donna Meyer commutes to 
Twin Falls several times a week 
from Jackpot, and high prices 
at the gas station have kept her 
from traveling to Twin Falls as 
much. 

“It’s more out of my pocket,” 
Meyer said. “1 don’t like it, but 
I’m forced to pay the price. I 
will cut my driving when it’s 
high.” 

Gasoline prices have been 
steadily* rising since the - 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries cut crude 
oil production by 7.5 percent in 
March, to boost prices that had 
fallen to 12-year lows. On 
March 27, OPEC is scheduled to 
decide whether to begin pro- 
ducing more crude oil. 

But for now, truckers and 
commuters will have to contin- 
ue paying high gasoline prices. 
And Magic Valley residents 
who heat their homes with oil . 
- produced from the same 
source as gasoline - will con- 
tinue to see strain on their 
checkbooks. 

. Last year in January the price 
of heating oil was 59.9 cents per 
gallon, and this year’s price is 
96.9 cents per gallon, according 
to Twin Falls-based Black 
Petroleum Co. 

Generally it takes about 75 
gallons a month to heat a home, 
and it con take up to ISO gallons 
per month, the company ^d. 

The cost to heat a home with 
oil can be expensive, but it is 
hard to know how many fami- 
lies on tight budgets arc unable 
to pay the high costs, said 
Beatriz Delgado, South Central 
Community Action Agency’s 
energy assistance program man- 
ager. 

Currently, the agency has a 
few hundred 'applications for 
energy assistance, and some of 
those could include requests to 
help with oil costs, she ^d.

too. 

In January, Twin Falls 
County’s drop in unemployment 
from a year earlier was “proba- 
bly the most surprising of all” to 
Rogers.

the revisions were made and 
was responsible in large part for 
the average unemployment race 
in 1999 coming in substantially 
higher than the original’ esti- 
mate of a record low 4.8 per- 
. cent. 

The updated report put the 
1999 average at 52 percent, two- 
tenths of a point over the record 5 
percent set in 1998! Actual 
employment was 6,000 people 
lower than the initial estimate 
seven weeks ago while the total 
labor force was only 4,000 
smaller. 

The adjustments reflected con- 
cerns of economists about declin- 
ing job growth throughout 1999. > 
A year that began with 4 percent 
growth over the previous year 
slipped to 2 percent by summer 
and was under 1 percent in 
November. 

But the picture brightened in 
January, when just over 633,000 
people were at work, nearly 
16,000 more than 12 months ear- 
lier. 

"The over-the-year employ- 
ment growth indicates that 


Idaho’s economy remains vibrant 
and healthy,” Labor Department 
analysts said. * 

It was the fourth month in a 
row that the current unemploy- 
ment race was under the year- 
earlier race, but at 4.4 percent 
the Idaho race edged farther 
above the national jobless rate 
that fell another point in January 
CO a 30-year low of 4 percent. 
Employers across the nation 
added 387,000 new jobs, reflect- 
ing strong job grow^ in the ser- 
vice sector, construction and busi- 
ness services’. 

It was the 38th straight month 
that Idaho’s unemployment rote 
has exceeded the national rate. 
And while analysts expect unem- 
ployment to fall this year, they 
are predicting the race in 2000 to 
average 4.8 percent before drop- 
ping a notch to 4.? percent in 
2001. 

The report, however, .also 
underscored the unevenness of 
Idaho’s economy. Of the 37 rural 
counties, 23 recorded unemploy- 
ment rates above the statewide 
average. Three were in double 
digits and another 14 over 6 per- 
cent.

About 40 officers in riot gear 

guarded tbe.43rd Ftednct, l^t*— 

ed about three-quarters of a milp 
from the apartment building 
.where Diallo died in a hail of 41 
.bullets. 

Nine people were charged with 
disorderly conduct or resisting 
arrest, police said. No other 
arrests or problems were report- 
ed in a crowd estimated to num- 
ber several hundred. 

After reachmg the prednct, the 
marchers headed back'to Dido’s 
building, where canoes, flowers, 
press cUppings and written mes- 
sages piled up in the vestibule. 
Two dozen anti-riot officers 
briefly stood by, chatting casual- 
ly- 

“This comrnumty is going to be 
hurting for a while,” said Freddie 
Montalvo, who lives in the neigh- 
borhood, known as Soundview.

Police have differing 
opinions on the verdict 


NEW YORK - John Loud was 
driving to the police Emerald 
Society’s dinner dance in Great 
Neck when his beeper went off 
with a taut message about the 
verdict in the Amadou Diallo 
murder trial. 

“When I read It, not.guilty, ini- 
tially I felt jubilation, elation, just 
for a second,” said Loud, who is 
first vice president of the 28,000- 
member Patrolmen’s Ikncvolent 
. Association. “Then I thought of 
Diallo’s mother and the elation 
was tinged with sadness. This is 
not a victory. There is no cham- 
pagne.” 

Police officers across the city 
heaved sighs of relief Friday 
night as the hews spread that an 
Albany jury had found Officers 
Sean Carroll, Kenneth Boss, 
Edward McMellon and Richard 
Murphy not guilty In the Feb. 4. 
1999, Bronx laying. 

. From the top leaders of the 
Mlicc union to Queens precinct 
houses, several officers inter- 
viewed after the verdict echoed 
the statements of the four 
accused officers: Diallo’s death 
was a tragedy, they said, not a 
crime. 

But not all jairied in that belief. 

“The form of policing in New 


York Qty is like a runaway train 
and it's out of control,” said Lt. 
Eric. Adams, president of the 
group 100 Blacks in Law 
Enforcement Who Care. “It’s a 
tale of two cities. In one part of 
this city there’s celebration in the 
streets, and in another part of this 
dty there’s people who arc say- 
ing, 'How long bWorc justice w^ 
be served?”* 

Several officers said it was 
impossible for the public to 
understand a police officer’s per- 
spective. “The trial was about 
mindset,” said an African- 
American detective who asked 
not to be named. “And different 
people arc going to have different 
opinions about that.” 

yyioiher veteran Queens black 
police officer who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said: "How are 
you going to convict these guys of 
anything? I don't think these guys 
woke up thinking. We’re going to 
kill a block ,oxan.’ ” ' 

Ukc Adams an<j'ceveraliothcr 
officers, the veteran Queens cop 
was more critical of the Street 
Crime Unit's aggressive tactics 
than of the actions of the four offi- 
cers. 

Despite the blanket acquittals, 
Loud said, the four officers will 
never be the same. "Their lives 
arc ruined forever,” he said. 


Cop who blew whistle 
in L.A. receives 5 years

LOS ANGELES - As he was 
sentenced Friday to five years in 
prison for stealing eight pounds 
of cocaine, ex-Los Angeles police 
officer Rafael Perez - the man 
who brought to light the worst 
corruption .scandal in Los 
Angeles Police Department histo- 
ry - tearfully apologized to his 
family, the police department 
and the citizens of Los Angeles. 

^ Saying his prison term does 
“not take into account my great- 
est transgres.sions,” Perez told a 
packed courtroom that there 
were no excuses for the “atroci- 
ties” he and other anti-gang offi- 
cers in the LAPD’s Rampart 
Division have committed. 

“For many years I proudly 
wore a badge of honor and 
integrity and enforced the laws in 
the standards befitting a Los 
Angeles police officer,” said 
Perez, dressed in a blue county 
jail jumpsuit and chained at the 
waist. “In the Rampart CRASH 
unit things began to diange. TIic 
lines between right and wrong 
became fuzzy and indistinct. Tlie 
'us against them’ ethos of the 
• overzcalous cop began to con- 
sume me.” 

Perez, whose voice frequently 
quavered with emotion, contin- 
ued: “To do ouriob fairly was not 
enough. My job became an intoxi- 
cant that I lusted after I can 
only say I succumbed to the 
seductress of power. Used wrong- 
fiully, it is a power that con bend 
die will of a man to satisfy a lust- 
^ moment. It can open locked 
iraults to facilitate theft. It can 
even subvert justice to hand 
down a lifetime behind bars.” 

The ‘sentencing 'capped Perez’s 
criminal drug case stemming 
aim his' theft of cocaine from 
’.£AFD fadliries, but it does not 
,;ebd his involvement in the ongo- 
^ investigation into corruption 


at the police department. As part 
of his plea bargain for a lighter 
sentence on the drug charges, 
Perez - who has been in jail since 
his August 1998 arrest - agreed 
to tell investigators about other 
corrupt officers still wearing the 
badge. 

Despite a host of crimes in 
which Perez has implicated him- 
.self and others, court officials 
said he might be out of prison in 
as little as 16 months. 

By his own account, Perez has 
been a skillful liar, especially in 
court, where he frequently per- 
jured himself testifying against 
criminal defendants. Yci, even 
cynical investigators ^med will- 
ing to believe Perez was contrite 
Friday. 

“Do I believe him,” one LAPD 
detective said, thinking out loud. 

“I don’t know. I guess I do believe 
it was genuine.” 

“I think today, Mr. Perez spoke 
from the heart,” said prosecutor 
Dan Murphy, who is leading the 
district attorney’s team of 
lawyers building prosecutions on 
the Rampart scandal. 

But Perez’s comments did little 
to assuage the anger felt by many 
LAPD officers. Ted Hunt, the 
president of the police union, 
requested the right to speak at 
Perez’s sentencing, saying that dll 
honest LAPD officers were vie-' 
timized by’ the rogue' cop.- The • 
judge, however; denied his 
request. - \ . 

The corruption investigation, 
to date, has uncovered evidence - 
of imjustified shootings, evidence 
planting, false arrests,' beatings, 
wimess intimidation and p^ury. 

At least 21 officers have been' ' 
relieved of duty, quit or -were 
fired in the wake of the scandaL -. 
S^me 70 officers are under inves- . 
tigation in connection with the 
ongoing probe by LAPD detec- 
tives as as state and federal 
agents.

RUPERT - For 14 years, David Janssen 
has been mentor, teacher, Mend and couh- .

Raised a Southern 
Baptist, she attends a different church 
each Sunday, searching for the best 
Christianity has to offer. But several times 
a week she also leads “spiritual gather- 
ings" that feature Asian meditation. 

“I try to bring East and West together," 
she said, by weaving a kind of personal 
belief system that experts arc calling 
“designer spirituality." 

Moody is not alone. 

On Sundays, after attending morning 
services at St. Demetrlos Greek Orthodox 
Church in Daytona Beach, Fla., Ivo 
Traykov joins a group practicing Falun 
Gon^ a spiritual form of excrdsc and med- 
itation. The physical therapist said he secs 
nq contradiction between his church, 
founded in Jerusalem nearly 2000 years' 
ago, and the exercise and medication 
grqup founded in China less than a decade 

}o. 

^ddle-class Americans such as Moody 
wd Traykov, left unfulfilled traditional 
and restrained vyorship,. are looking for 
more in their, spiritual lives. So they may 
attend a mainstream church with friends 


and family on Sundays, participate in an 
Eastern exercise and meditation group 
during the week that gives them quiet . 
time in their lives and join a'holisdc heal- 
ing workshop on Saturday. 

Experts say this intermin^ng of Judeo- 
Christian faith, Eastern meditative prac- 
tices and New Age beliefs is growing. 

. ' Phillip Lucas, associate professor of reli- 
gious studies at Stetson University in 
DeLahd, calls this trend “desi^cr faith - 
picking and choosing from a number'of tra- 
ditional rituals, spiritual methods and 
b^efs.” 

The phenomenon has become so pro- 
nounced that, the American Academy of 
. Religion Has' cstablished'a pantd called the 
New Religions .Group to 'smdy new faiths 
outside the religious mainstream and the 
way they interact with established reli- 
gions. And a recent national pcdl indicates 
that people are as likely to define' them- 
. selves as spiritual, as they are reli^ous. 

A USATodoy/CNN/Gollup siuy^ found 
that 45 percent of those polled they 
pay mote attention to their “own views or 
the views of others” than to “God or reli- 
gious teachings” in deciding how to con- 
duct life. In another question, 44 percent 
^d.that Christianity is not the only true 
pathto(3od 


• Young, single people may drift away 
. .from the faith of their upbringing. Lucas 
: said, only to return when they Have chil- 
. dren. Hoping that religion wfll.provide 
' them with a set of mom guidelines. But . 
when children leave home, their, parents 
“may want something deeper or more ful- 
filling,’’ especially aging baby boonlers 
who are beginning to face their own thor- 
tality. 

Some religious leaders say that this spiri- 
tual searching may lead people to embrace 
belief systems that arc inconsistent trith 
Judeo-Christion faith.

. One of the most popular blendings of 
faith involves Buddhism, with its emphasis 
on medltatiort.. 

“Is Buddhism' a religlbn or an education- 
al philosophy?” asked Martin Marty, a his- 
torian of American'religion. The answer 
varies, he saJd. Buddhism “is' often advo- 
cated as a.neutrBl'phllosophy - to which, 
say. Jews or CKri^iiaas can be attracted to 
without tmdergidngrefigious conversion.” .

Issue of homosexuality sharply divides groups

God expects us to ^ve up the sin in 
our lives - and we believe that 
homosexuality Is a sin.” 

On the same day 60 miles to the 
west, Claremont United Methodic 
Church is observing “Recondlihg 
Sunday,” a celebration of its rttin- 
istrics to gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender people. 

. “No one is going to tell them or 
imply their sexual orientation is 
wrong, or that it is a sin,” says the 
Rev. Rosemary- Davis, program 


. minister. “It means we celebrate 
anniversaries of same-sex life part- 
ners with flowers on the altar and 
..with prayers of thanksgiving. It 
means it’s OK for a gay couple to 
come to the altar for communion 
— holding hands.-;;r They know that — 
they are in a safe place.” 

No contemporary issue cuts so 
completel y to the cor e of th e na- 
don's religious groups as homosexu- 
ality. Viewed one side os a chal- 
lenge to God's law and by the other, 
as a sign of God’s love, debates over 
whether to bless same-sex unions or 
ordain gay men and lesbians have 
divided families, friends, congrega- 
tions and denominadons. 

In the pext few months, four of 
the nation’s largest denomina- 
dons, with a combined 20 million 
members Episcopalians, 
Presbyterians, United Methodists 
and Reform Jews - will confront 
these issues at nadonal meetings. 
The Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in America, meanwhile, may 
undertake a study thot could lead 


to rethinking its bon on ordaining 
nencelibate gays and lesbians. 

Theology and sociology would 
not be nearly so engaged - or so 
explosive - were it not for the 
fact that what is being talked . 
-abouHs'SCX.-Afterallrmany-of — 
the same Christian denomina- 
tions chat now preach perdition 
for u nrepentant homosexuals 
have long since jettisoned bibli- 
cal pronouncements condoning ' 
slavery and male dominance and 
virtually forbidding divorce. 

“For many people sexuality is 
oh irrational force and therefore 
threatening," said the Most Rev. 
Frank T. Griswold, presiding bish- 
op of the Episcopal Church. 

The biblical passages involved 
include sections of the Hebrew 
Bible as well as the Christian New 
Testament. For example, book of 
Leviticus declares: “You shall not 
lie with a male os with a woman; it is 
on abomination.” And, in Romans, 
the Apostle Paul describes people . 
who ore subjea to “degrading pas- 


sions," saying that “their women 
exchanged natural intercourse for 
unnatur^ and in the same way also 
the men, giving up natural inter- 
course with women, were consumed 
with passion for one another." 

— Liberal scholars arguc that Paul 
was not referring to homosexuality 
os it is understood today — e sexual 
„.orienmnon jisjcapablc of_authcndc 
love as heterosexuality - but of 
willful and idolatrous passions in 
which self-absorption and self- 
deception replace the. truth of God. 

And the debate goes on. 

As long as America remains 
divided over homosexuality, so, 
too, will its churches, many say. 

"Historically, the church has 
always followed the culture, not 
the other way around," said the 
Rev. Linda Culbertson of the 
Presbytery of the Pacific in Los 
Angeles. “That’s how major issues 
like slavery have resolved them- 
selves. Pm not sure you’re going to 
find the church being a leader in 
this cither.”

Two of my heroes, Tom Landry, 
the_ former Dallas .Cowboys 
'coach, and Charles Schulz^ cr^ 
ator of the comic strip Peanuts, 
left us this month. 

The two men were so different 
and yet so similar. Through 
integrity and genius they touched 
millions of people. 

Although I never met Schulz, I 
felt I knew him because he had 
brightened so many of my morn- 
ings with Charlie Brown, Lucy, 
Linus, Snoopy and the other lov- 
able figures in Peanuts. 

Who hasn’t identified with the 
innocent-looking, round-headed 
Charlie Brovm, alwoys trying to 
do the right thing ond never 
quite making it. I looked forward 
to football season each yeor to 
sec whether Lucy would again 
pull away the football just as 
Charlie Brown was about to kick 
it. 

The boseboll season was 
always enlivened by Charlie ' 
Brown’s efforts to win with a dis- 
mal team, including Lucy in right 
field. He was always optimistic. 
Despite his failures, he kept on 
going. ' • 

Schulz’s comic strips and other ' 
works have been interpreted as . 
Christian teachings in “The'.i 
Gospel According to Peanuts” by 
RolMrt Short. Short says the char- 
acters teach such qualities as lov-. 
ing one’s neighbor and forgive-' 
ness. In the television classic “A 
Charlie Brown Christmas,” the 
Christmas story is read from the- 
book of Matthew. 

It was like Schulz ro send us a 
personal message about the 
end of the Peanuts strip. As 
. things turned out, the message 
came out thc ihoming after he 
' died. ^ 

Mornings won’t be the same. 

We will also miss.Tom Landiy. 

It was good to know that a man 
like Landry was still around. 

Although he had. coached 
teams to five Super ^wls, win- 
ning two of them, .He did not see 
that as his greatest accomplish- 
ment. 

What he valued most, was the 
oppoitimity his coaching success 
gave him to speak to young peo- 
ple - and older ones, too - a^ut 
his strong faith. 

Landry was not a deeply com- 
mitted l^cver until early in his 
coaching career. He had attended 
church in his hometown -of 
Mission in the Rio Grande Volley 
of Texas, but took his faith for 
granted. Then someone in Dallas 
invited him to a weekly Bible 
study. 

That changed his life. , ^ 

Landry did not sec himself as 
a saint. But he believed com- 
mitment to strong principles of

faith .and morals was the secret 
to transforming individuals, 
families, the nation and the 
world. 

Even when he was coach of the 
Cowboys and locked into efforts 
to win Super Bowls, Landry 
would talk to any reporter who 
. wanted to discuss his Christian 
faith. 

I called the Datlos Cowboys 
main oftice several years ago and 
told the receptionist I was a reli- 
gion reporter who wanted to 
interview Land^. 

' The next voice 1 heard said: 
“Hello, this is Tom Landry.” 

When he was fired as Dallas

1 i ; Competition in the religious 
market is fierce in Brazil, the 
., { {.world’s largest Roman Catholic 


country. In recent decades, mil- 
lions of Catholics have s^tched 
-to fast-growing Protestant evan-~ 
gelicol reli^ons. 

At Catplico^s Web site, visitors 
can donate money to an orphan- 
age, volunteer for community ser- 
vice, Hnd out when the next Mass 
is at a local church or learn how 
to say the rosary. They can click 
on an ad and buy a computer or a 
T-shirt, pick an Amazon.com 
book or bank online. 

Catolico doesn’t carry ads for - 
cigarettes, alcohol, birth control 
' or astrological charts.. But users 
have access to any Web page on 
the World Wide Web, including 
pornographic sites. 

“We don’t have any type of 
control,” said Adao Oliveira, a 
computer technician and service 
coordinator for Catolico. 

The response has been over- 
whelming, Oliveira said. His staff 
gets 1,000 e-mails a day. Within 
two weeks after Catolico was 
launched on Jani 14, more than 


10,000 Brazilians had signed up. 
And numerous companies also 
~ 'have'approached the group' want~ 
ing to place their ads close to 
images of Jesus. 

'' The Porto Alegre archdiocese, - 
with 170 parishes, claims to be 
the first religious institution to 
offer the free service. Catollra’s 
next goal is to offer free service 
to other major Brazilian dries. 

Unlike in, the United. States, 
advertising profits in Brazil will 
likely not cover the initial costs, - 
said Erick Sonz, president of the 
Brazilian Assodation of Internet 
Providers. In the United States, ' 
'<the concept of free Internet ser- 
vice providers picked up momen-, 
turn with companies like 
AltaVista and NecZero compet- 
ing against the almighty America 
Online, with more than 20 million 
paying customers.

Slates, compared to about 3.2 
milljan in Br^. 



iWomen clergy still struggle

— that those changes have 
occurred. According to a 
Hartford seminary study,' women 
ministers made up between IS 
' percent to 30 percentof ministers 
leading those churches in 1994. ' 
“There’s still resistance In most 
denominations at some level,” 
• said Jackson Carroll, a professor 
of religious studies at Duke 
University Divinity School. “It is 
still quite a hot issue for the 
Southern Baptists." ' • 

Tom Wilmer, a 50-year-old fr^ 
lance writer who joined St. 
Peter's about a year ago said 
some congregation members 
. were not happy with the place- 
ment of a woman at the helm of 
the church. 

“Quite a few parishioners left 
when Harriet came," he said. “I 
think it was a substantial exo- 
dus." -■ ' 

Barbara Haddon, minister to 
the First Presbyterian Church, 
described a similar response. 

“About a half dozen left right 
away,” she said. ‘'A lot of people 
have trouble with it, because 
there are some places in the 
Bible where it says women 
shouldn't take leodershlp roles.” 
Davm King, who has served as 
minister to the Shell Beach 
United Methodist for the last 
seven years, said a few people 
might have left with her appoint- 
ment. But she noted that people 
accept women in the ministry 
more readily now then in the pre- 


-.vious generation. , 

The changes in offidal church 
attitudes toward women clergy in 
the last 40 years are most erident 
in each woman’s experience with 
seminary school. Haddon was 
ordained in 1976, linville in 1983 
and King in 1991. 

•When Haddon, now SS, began 
thinking about seminary in the 
late 1960s,'she sought advice 
from the Board of Education at 
the Presbyterian Church. 

“They wrote back and said, 
*We And that seminary graduates 
make fine pastor’s wives.’ I ^ose 
a different caceer,” Haddon said. 

It wasn't until the mid-1970s 
that Haddon decided to go ahead 
with seminary and, even then, 
she was push^ toward Christian 
education rather than church 
leadership. 

King’s entry Into seminary 
training was radically different: 
“I experienced absolutely no ^ 
couragement in seminary, 
school.” 

LinvUle’s road to the ministry 
stretched over 11 years, from her 
“call” to seive in 1972 through 
motherhood to her actual ordina- 
. ' don In 1983. 

When she first consulted the 
religious leaders at her church, 
then in Hood River, Ore., for a 
recommendation to go to sepii- 
nary, not everyone liked the idea. 

It was 1974, two years before 
the Episcopal church would vote 
to ordain women as ministers.

The $712,000 pipe organ - 
' made by hand in East London 
. and transported to Chestnut HiU 
; in wooden crates of all shapes 
; and sizes - is still a work in 

- progress. Michael Biighton of 
‘ East London has been here since 
' November working on the Instal- 
; lation of the N.P. Mander cre- 
; ation. 

Biighton, 37, has worked for 
20 years with swells, greats, ped- 
als and pipes as well as the many 


metals and woods that go into 
the construction of these music- 
making behemoths. 

Compared with - John 
Wanamaker’s famous Grand 
Court Organ and its 28,000 
pipes, or even the University of 
Pennsylvania’s Curtis Organ 
boasting 10,731, the Chestnut 
HiU church’s new organ might 
not sound so impressive - until 
you’ve heard a simple C major 
triad- turn into a celestial burst 
of soulfulness, startling the air 
from narthex to nave to altar to 
the far reaches of the chancel. 

“We had an acoustical consul- 
tant come in because there were 
a lot of problems with spoken 
word and - sound,” said 
Anderson. 

.The sanctuary was built in 
1950 but was not complete archi- 
tecturally. As part of the renova- 
tions, ribs were added to the 
ceiling, shutters were put on the 
windows, and a new bucony was 
buUt to accommodate the sever- 
al-ton organ. 

Every piece of the organ is 


handmade, BUghton said. The 
organ case is hewn from walnut, 
the pedals from beech. Even 
some of the pipes are made of 
wood to produce a meUow, sub- 
tle sound. 

Most of the pipes, however, 
ore made of varying alloys of tin 
ond lead. The largest pipes are 
25 percent lead and 75 percent 
tin. SmeUer pipes can be 35 per- 
cent tin and 65 percent lead, 
with variations in between. 

And throughout the internal 
structure of this organ, which 
ranges two octaves higher and 
two octaves lower than a piano, 
are narrow ladders leading to 
the heights of the great instru- 
ment. 

Anderson, who has music 
degrees from Westminster Choir 
College in Princeton, N.J., and 
Eastman School of Music in 
Rochester, N.Y., said he was 
excited about playing the 
church’s new acquisition. 

“The entire body of organ lit- 
erature will be playable on this 
organ,” he said.

Teaching doctors to pray 


Course focuses on the spiritual side of the'healing profession

CLEVELAND - The Rev. 
Harry Eberts is accustomed to 
praying in hospitals with mem- 
bers of his church. P t facing 
surgery a couple of ye: s ago, he 
was taken aback when his doctor 
suggested that they pray togeth- 
er. 

“He took me by surprise,” said 
the 40-year-old pastor of the 
Lyndhurst Community 

ITesbyterian Church in suburban 
Cleveland. 

Eberts did pray with his doaor 
and felt better prepared for his 
heart sttrgery. 

“It felt a Uitle odd at first and 
then there was a sense of more 


going on than just the surgery,” 
EbemsaidL 

Giving patients such a sense - 
that their doctors care about 
more than physical healing - is 
the goal of programs funded by 
separate John Templeton 
Foundation grants at the 
Qeveland Clinic and the nearby 
medical school of Case Western 
Reserve University. 

Psychiatric residents at the 
research hospital and medical 
students at the university are 
learning to consider adding a 
dose of spirituality along with 
taldng a patient’s pulse and med- 
ical history. 

“This is an approach that 
aOows the physiuan to under- 
stand the|r patient at a deeper 


level,” said Dr. Scott H. Frank, 
44, a Roman Catholic who directs 
the patient spirituality program 
at the medical school “The direc- 
tion the patient takes is the one 
we go.” 

In andent times spiritual, lead- 
ers also treated the sick, but the 
emergence of a medical -profes- 
sion created a gap between the 
fields. In the Cleyeland'pro- 
grams, doctors and clergy meet 
with medical students to discuss 
the conflicts and the tenets of 
various faiths. 

The clinic program for physi- 
dans preparing to become psy- 
chiatrists additionally explores 
the traditional attempt by psychi- 
atrists to explain bwavior with- 
out regard to faith. 


Life-affirming stmggle infuses 
the masterpieces of Beethoven

When Tom Wendel was a 19- 
year-old private in the U.S. Army 
Air-Corps during World War D, — 
he carried the music to 
Beethoven’s 32 piano sonatas 
from post to post. This gave him 
spiritual sustenance - and sur- 
prised his captain, who “opened 
up the footlocker one day and 
come across my Beethoven 
sonatas, which spWed out along 
with my dirty sodts." 

Why did he lug the music 
wherever he traveled? “I guess 
those sonatas really were my 
Bible,” says Wendel, now 75, 
laughing. 

Ever since Ludwig van 
Beethoven’s death at age 56, In 
Vienna in 1827, there have been 
devotees who regard his accom- 
plishments as the pinnade-of 
Western art. Beethoven’s explo- 
ration of human emotion - direct 
to the bone, and yet somehow 
imeanhly - has inspired millions. 
For Wendel, who taught history 
at San Jose State University for 
27 years, Beethoven has always 
been an invisible guide. 

President of the American 
Beethoven Society for 15 years, 
he wiU lecture this month os port 
of the “BeethovenPestival 2000” 
concert series in San Jose, Calif. 


Born in Bonn, Germany, in 
1770 as the Enlightenment 
reached its zenith, Beethoven 
was a baptized Catholic who 
almost never went to Mass, but 
maintained an essentially 
Christian view of suffering and 
life’s purpose - themes he 
explored in his compositions. 

He dabbled in Eastern regions 
and Egyptology, copied oQi long 
passages on fate’s workings from 
Homer’s “Diad,” and wa^ taken 
with the philosophy of Immanuel 
Kant, who taught reverence for 
the “moral law within” and the 
“starry heavens above.” 

Beethoven was an inveterate 
hiker and lover of the outdoors. 
He worshiped God through 
nature and the infinitude of 
those “star^ heavens,” an image 
immortalized in his Ninth 
Symphony. 

It’s not unusual for music 
scholars to rhapsodize about him, 
describing him as a spiritual 
explorer, whose music - especial- 
ly in his “late period,” when he 
was deaf, sick and supremely in 
touch with his Muse - can. lead 
listeners to heightened states of 
consciousness. 

But the journey on which 
Beethoven takes his listeners is 
complicated. In his music, 
tragedy is typically followed by 
joy, abjection by ecstasy, brutali- 


ty by beauty. His “Grosse Fuge” 
(Great Fugue) for string quartet 
in B-flat major is filled with a 
rough energy that threatens to 
fly out of control 

Beethoven’s timeless composi--- 
tions arose from the specifics of 
his life. His father was overbear- 
ing, alcoholic and a mediocre 
musician. His mother ^ed when 
Beethoven was 16; he cut short 
his studies with Mozart in 
Vienna as a result. When he 
finally moved to the Austrian 
capital in 1792, at age 21, 
Beethoven was known for his fo^ 
midoble talents as a pianist and 
improviser. He studied with 
Franz Joseph Haydn, but dis- 
missed “Papa” Haydn’s lessons 
as non-essential. 

He was arrogant, an infuriating 
man at times, not always kind, 
often terribly lonely, unable to 
find a woman to love him. 

Beginning in 1816, after the 
death of his brother Karl, 
Beethoven began reading a pop-, 
ular religious book called 
“Reflections for Every Day in 
the Year on the Works of Go^ in 
the Kingdom of Nature and 
Providence.” Written by a 
preacher named Christoph 
Christian Sturm, the book resem- 
bled a daily affirmation calen- 
dar. 

Beethoven loved it.

CAIRO, Egypt - Pope John 
Paul n arrived in Egypt Thursday 
to begin an historic pilgrimage to 
the holiest sites of C^tendom, a 
deeply personal journey that vdll 
make him the first Roman 
Catholic pontiff to pray where the 
prophet Moses rei^ved the Ten 
Commandments. 

The aging patriarch’s trip is 
also on effort to promote peace 
and build bridges across andent 
and modem rifts with Muslims, 
Jews and rivpl Christian sects in 
the Mideast.

“We 
must all work to strengthen the 
u-owing commitment to interre- 
ligious dialogue, a great sign for 
hope for the peoples of- the 
world.”
